CLASS HISTORY

the altitude. 


Then we went to work with our picks and shovels. There was gold aplenty, 
but we had to remove the top sand first. Strange, mufHed sounds emerged 
from the beginning language classes, puzzled faces adorned Miss Fessenden’s 
room, and English students groaned over grammar. All this mental work was 
lightened by athletics and other activities. We showed talent in all fields and 
were proud to see our classmates participating with the upperclassmen in foot- 
ball, field hockey, assemblies, basketball, and ice hockey. The winter soon 
passed with the shock of our first two report cards. In the spring we finally re- 
ceived our class rings, material treasures. Soon after, the ApvocaTe board 
elected a group of us to carry on. The worst part of the journey was drawing 
to a close; in June we stepped up. 


After three months of blissful illusion, we set back to work. It boosted 
our morale to have that wonderful Sophomore class take our place. Our officers 
were well chosen with Cy Hunt still President; Dick Stewart, Vice-President; 
Betty Hersey, Secretary; and Dolores Ferrara, Treasurer. The season was 
marked by many innovations. The Youth Canteen proved successful; the

“Spotlight on Music,” in which many of us participated and which was ably 
narrated by Dick Stewart. The fall sports gave many of our athletes a chance 
to display their skill. 


But how little we knew of the coming winter with its record snowfall, the 
struggle through five-foot drifts, the waiting and wishing for the no school bell, 
the backaches, the question of ski pants on girls — yes, we can laugh now. 
Nevertheless, life was still busy at N. H. S. The basketball boys were busy 
winning the Small Schools’ Tournament, the hockey and wrestling teams were 
busy gaining top honors, and the ’49ers were busy with their picks and shovels 
digging foradiploma. Spring cameas it always does (although it had us worried), 
and we did our part as good citizens in the Youth in Government elections. 
The first Boys’ and Girls’ Gym Meet for several years was enlivened by such 
feats as Roy Haskell’s balancing act. The time came for us to choose a class 
photographer, and the next thing we knew we were bidding farewell to the 
Seniors. On that sunny June day after graduation the full realization of our 
position struck us. We had reached the top step.

In September, 1948, we entered the school, refreshed and tanned from our 
summer experiences, renewed acquaintances, compared notes, and then criti- 
cally surveyed the situation. Remarks of ‘“Aren’t they small!’ and “Who are 
the visitors?” were common, but we felt real sympathy for the new class in re- 
membering our own debut. Meanwhile we had a job to do. We chose as our 
President, Dick Stewart; Vice-President, Eddie Byrnes; Secretary, Betty Her- 
sey; and Treasurer, Mary Alice Carre. Our thoughts soon turned to football. 
This team was really ours, and our cheers and tears and struggles showed in- 
vincible spirit. Through the Student Council we had voted for the new system 
of electing cheerleaders and turned up with a lively bunch including our seniors, 
Betty Hersey, Norma Pfeifer, Carol Price, and Ann McGeary. The new bleach- 
ers got plenty of use in that season. We were ably represented, too, by the 
field hockey team, which met some tough competition at the Beaver Country 
Day play day. Besides these scholastic events we shall not forget the amazing 
turnover on election day or the sad defeat of our Boston Braves in the World 
Series. Later, in the beginning of December, the school was shocked by a series 
of murders. The victims, however, were soon circulating around the school with 
the other members of the cast of our Senior Play, who were all grateful to Mrs. 
Beale for her fine job of directing. No sooner had we entered the new year than 
our Senior Prom was upon us. In all its glory it boasted ninety-nine couples 
and a perfectly wonderful evening. Having made this a social success, we 
turned to athletics to wind up our winter sports in grand style. The hockey 
team ended very near the top, and one chilly night a record crowd, proudly 
seated in our brand new bleachers, witnessed the defeat of the Wellesley bas- 
ketball team by our invincible hoopsters, which placed us second only to 
Milton in rating. The girls also triumphed over the Wellesleyites and needless 
to say we were all very pleased with ourselves. Soon it was time to prepare for 
our annual Gym Meet, and Spring sports began to hum. Now there is a breath 
of anticipation in the air as our great day draws near, for graduation means in- 
finitely more this year. As we pause in our pursuit of the riches of education, 
we suddenly discover a whole new field of gold stretching far out to the horizon; 
it is ours for the mining. Leaving the old site is not so easy when we look back 
upon the good times we’ve had, but in view of this glorious prospect we are 
eager to move forward, to make history in a larger sense, with the proud dis- 
tinction that not for a hundred years will there be another class of ““49’ers.”
